Although Ickes’ appointment to 
be “petroleum co-ordinator for na­ 
tional defense.” was only announced 
Saturday in Hyde Park, N. Y., by 
President Roosevelt, it w*as learned 
that the interior secretary already 
had conferred with representatives 
of the oil industry'. 
Aides said ha was arranging for 
conferences soon in Washington of

It was not clear exactly how ex­ 
tensive Ickes’ powers wmre. 
President Roosevelt directed him 
to make “specific recommendations”

lems for immediate action: 
1. Development, production and 
utilization of reserves of crude oils 
and natural gas that are of 
“strategic importance both in qual­ 
ity and location.” 
2. Elimination or reduction of

Oldtimer InValley 
Still Clings To 
Bonanza Hope 


TUTERCEDES — West Texans are 
widely known for their op­ 
timistic spirit but Valley people 
excell them in extolling the good 
points of this fertile section and in 
clinging to the eternal hope of a 
future bonanza, in the opinion of 
H. W. Austin, veteran Fort Worth 
attorney. Valley landowner since 
1913 and a former assistant general 
►claim agent of the Wabash Railroad, 
who is spending several days in the 
Valiev looking after his property. 
Austin, who pioneered Valley de­ 
velopment during the four turbulent 
years from 1913 to 1917. himself has 
an abiding faith in the future po­ 
tentialities of this young economic 
giant who has not as yet “become 
of age." It is just a matter of time 
until the right kind of leadership 
and management will be developed 
to put this area on the 'economic 
pedestal on which it belongs, he 
points out.

Farmers View Results 
Of Experiments 


EDINBURG—Efforts to introduce 
the soybean as a commercial and 
feed crop in the Rio Grande Val­ 
ley will probably be made on a 
large scale next fall, Hidalgo Coun­ 
ty Farm Agent J. A. Oswalt said 
Saturday. 
Oswa]¿ reported on results of a 
soybean and tomato demonstration 
which attracted more than 100 \ al­ 
ley growers to the state experi­ 
ment station at Weslaco Friday. 
W. H. Friend, superintendent of 
the station, was in charge of the 
program. 
Several different varieties of to­ 
matoes, all tested over a period oí 
several weeks at the station, were 
exhibited. 
Complete 
tabulations 
showed 
their 
growing 
progress, 
yields and adaptability to Valley 
soil. 
The 
soybean 
exhibit 
attracted 
most attention, said Oswalt. 
A number of different types were 
shown, but three classes were in 
prominence. 
One of these is the 
commercial, or oil, variety from 
which soybean oil and meal for 
stock feed are obtained. 
A second 
class is the dual type, which is used 
for bean oil or for hay, also fed 
to stock. 
The third type is the 
kind of soybean edible among hu­ 
mans. The beans can be cooked or 
eaten dry in a number of ways 
The February .soybean crop re­ 
port o i the experiment station w as 
cited by Oswalt to show the value 
of the crop. 
Yields ranging from 
8.7 to 135 bushels of dry beans 
pei acre were obtained from the 
: plats planted at the Weslaco sta­ 
tion, The station used 36-inch rows, 
however, and Oswalt said 18-inch 
rows would probably double the 
production per acre without pre­ 
senting any cultivation difficulties 
The middle of September will 
probably be recommended as the 
best time for fall soybean plantings 
in the Valley. On spring crops the 
best time is in February. 
.A possible market for .soybeans, 
especially the oil type, is foreseen 
at cotton oil mills now operating 
in this section. 
One mill at Har­ 
lingen has already stocked a large 
amount of beans for next fall's 
plantings, Oswalt reported. 
The commercial 
value 
of the 
type suitable for human consump­ 
tion has been demonstrated, the 
farm agent explained, by the army's 
adoption of a soybean concentrate 
for aviators and tank drivers. The 
food appears to give the human 
body needed vitamins for heavy 
physical work.

‘Naughty Marietta..’ The director 
said ‘Go over there and do that* 
and I did. Then he said ‘Come 
over here and do this’ and I did. 
Then one day they said to go see

Byrd showed reporters a letter from Maj. Gen. J. H. Burns, assist­

The message to which Sew ard re­ 
ferred cited Mr. Roosevelt s procla­ 
mation, asked that the International 
W oodworkers of Am erica (CIO) ac­ 
cept board recom m endations and 
return to work, and requested that 
the message be brought to the a t­ 
tention of every one who had pow er 
to vote on the recom m endations. 
O, M. Orton, president of the 
union, responded by asserting that 
the recom m endations had been re­ 
jected. 
D ykstra 
thereupon

him again to bring the appeal to the 
attention of his membership'. 
To the second message. Orton 
replied: 
“Recom m endations of the N ational 
Defense M ediation Board as agreed 
in W ashington by our com m ittee 
have been, subm itted to a. delegated 
conference of all local unions and 
from there subm itted to the entire 
m em bership of locals w ith the right 
to vote and has been overw helm ing­ 
ly rejected.”

That heralded a definite step for­ 
w ard in B ritish efforts.

G erm an cities as H am burg, 
Bremen and even Berlin as there is 
in London, The M idlands and in 
English w est coast 
ports.

The weight of the water displaced 
by the new United States battle­ 
ships North Carolina and Washing­ 
ton. when fully loaded, is estimated 
at about 41,000 tons, whereas their

The Hood, British battle cruiser 
which fell victim to the Bismarck, 
had a rated standard displacement 
tonnage of 42.100 but her weight 
when fully loaded was put at 46,300.

Austin, who pioneered Galley de- 


velopment during the four turbulent 
years from 1913 to 1917, himself has 
im abiding faith in the future po- 
tentialities of this young economic 
giant who has not as yet "become 
of age." It Is just a matter of time 
until the right kind ot leadership 
and management will be developed 
to put this area on the economic 
pedestal on which it belongs, he 
points out. 


Leadership -Within' 


This leadership, he believes, must 


come from within—it must spring 
from the desire of Valley farmers: 
to co-operate out of their own free 
will In an effective system of mar- 
keting their products. Incidentally 
Austin wtis one of the keynoters in 
organizing the first marketing ays- 
tern in the Valley; the unit market- 
ing system which probably, only a 
very few of the oldest residents re- 
call. Thnt was before the "citrus 
urea" when vegetables were the sole 
crop In-this section. The unit mar- 
keting system was a Valley-widi 
cooperative with approximately 60 
per cent of the farmers as members 
find with a director in every com- 
munity. All sales were handled by 
the manager of the association to 
whom farmers reported whenever 
they had some produce for sale. 


Austin recalls that this system 


worked 
successfully 
for 
several 


years. He has been a landowner in 
th« Santa Mnria section ever since 
he landed in the Valley 28 years ago 
after resigning his lucrative po- 
sition with the Wabash Railroad. 
H« landed at Brownsville at 10:30 
p. m. on December 31, 1912 and ar- 
rived at Santa Maria the next morn- 
ing in time to eat the first dinner 
served in the new Santa Maria ho- 
tel, erected st that time as one of 
the leading Valley hostelries. "Forty 
six passes, on which I had been 
traveling for many years through- 
out the United States, expired that 
morning," he recalls. 


Travelled Million Miles 


During his fifteen years as as- 


sistant general claim agent for the 
Wab;ish Railway he traveled ap- 
proximately a million miles and 
worked In every state of the Union 
except Maine. "Of all the places in 
the United States. I chose the Val- 
ley as the land of greatest oppor- 
tunity." he says. "I still believe 1 
was right even if the highest bid of 
four dollars a ton for grapefruit, 
offered me on my crop this year, is 
not much of an inspiration to my 
fp.ith." he added. He is pinning his 
faith to the day when the great 
v/ealth of these alluvial lowlands 
v/ill be properly harnessed through 
an effective marketing system. "That 
day will come!" he firmly believes 
in spite of his knowledge of the 
high rate of abortion of the many 
attempts to organize effective mar 
keting agreements in the Valley.

CROPSJLJRGED 


Farmers View Results 


Of Experiments 


EDINBURG—Efforts to introduce 


the soybean as a commercial and 
feed crop in the Rio Grande Val- 
ley will probably be made on a 
large scale next fall, Hidalgo Coun- 
ty Farm Agent J. A. Oswalt said 
Saturday. 
Oswalt reported on results of a 


soybean and tomato demonstration 
which attracted more than 100 Val- 
ley growers to the state experi- 
ment station at Weslaco Friday. 
W, H. Friend, superintendent of 
the station, was in charge of the 
program. 
Several different varieties of To- 


matoes, all tested over a period of 
several weeks at the station, were 
exhibited. • Complete 
tabulations 


showed 
their 
growing 
progress, 


yields and adaptability to Valley 
soil. 
The soybean exhibit 
attracted 


most attention, said Oswalt. 


A number of different types were 


shown, but three classes were in 
prominence. 
One of these is the 


commercial, • or oil, variety from 
which soybean oil and meal for 
stock feed are obtained, A second 
class is the dual type, which is used 
for bean oil or for hay, also fed 
to stock. 
The third type is the 


kind of soybean edible among hu- 
mans. The beans can be cooked or 
eaten dry in a number of ways. 


The February soybean crop re- 


port of the experiment station was 
cited by Oswalt to show the value 
of the crop. 
Yields ranging from 


8,7 to 13.5 bushels of dry beans 
per acre were obtained from the 
plats planted at the Weslaco sta- 
tion. The station used 36-inch rows, 
however, and Oswalt said 18-inch 
rows would probably double the 
production per acre without pre- 
senting any cultivation difficulties. 


The middle of September will 


probably be recommended as the 
best time for fall soybean plantings 
in the Valley. On spring crops the 
best time is in February. 


A possible market for soybeans, 


especially the oil type, is foreseen 
at cotton oil mills now operating 
in this section. 
One mill at Har- 


lingen has already stocked a large 
amount of- beans for next fall's 
plantings, Oswalt reported. 


The commercial value 
of the 


type suitable for human consump- 
tion has been demonstrated, the 
farm agent explained, by the army's 
adoption of a soybean concentrate 
for aviators and tank drivers. The 
food appears to give the human 
body needed vitamins for heavy 
physical work.

The June new moon is already showing over England o'night* to 
stir grim forebodings of a new rain of terror from the skies. 


The last fury of sustained Nazi night bombing came in the cycle of 


the May moon. After it waned in mid-May, there was a definite lull 
in German air, attack. 


The new moon, now in its first quarter, will be full over England 


about June 9. Given clear ikies, England will be bathed in moonglow 
that night from dark to daylight. There will be many hours which 
migh> see a renewal of the furloui night batt!ire in the skies to test 
afresh British night-fighter skill and the courdxe and dogged will to 
carry on of the masses in England. 


For a week or more on cither 


tide of the full moon, nowhere 
about English port* or Industrial 
centers can there be certainty of 
even the little protection darkness 
tffordt, from tit bombing. June 
weather In England means usual!}' 
clear tklei. That reduce* the de- 
gree of satisfaction with which IU 
bomb*be«ieged people look to still 
lengthening day* and shortening 
nights down to the summer tol- 
sllce. They cannot yet have for- 
gotten what the May moon period 
and clear skies meant for them. 
To offset their dread of the June 


moon, however, they can hark back 
o the fact that the May moon which 
ighted a sustained and furious luft- 
waffe port-by-port attack on Eng- 
and also illuminated the fiercest 
and largest scale British counter- 
jombing operations over Germany. 
That heralded a definite step for- 
vard in British efforts. 


Nazi Dread It, Too 


There must be as much dread of 


the June moon cycle in such bomb 
blasted German cities as Hamburg. 
Bremen and even Berlin as there is 
in London, The Midlands and in 
English west coast ports. 
Even 


heavier British counter blows are to 
be expected in June than were given 
in May. 


Slowly but surely the gap In air

the officer declared—"undoubtedly 
far above anything we had thought 
of."

a teaspoonful of salt to a bucket ol 
water applied several times daily. 


A small board with the edges 


rounded off to prevent injury to 
the mouth may be inserted between 
the teeth and worked so as to exer- 
cise the jaws. Sometimes the jaws 
will not be locked, only the tongue 
being stiff, and working a board 
back and forth will help, Zellmer 
said.

farmers View Results 


Of Experiments 


EDINBURG—Efforts to introduce 


he soybean as • commercial and 
eed crop in the Bio Grande V.al- 
ey will probably be made on a 
arge scale next fall, Hidalgo Coun- 
y Farm Agent J. A, Oswalt said 
Saturday. 
Oswalt reported on results of a 


soybean and tomato demonstration 
which attracted more than 100 Val- 
ey growers to the state experi- 
ment station at Weslaco Friday. 
W. H. Friend, superintendent, of 
the station, was in charge ol the 
program. 
Several different varieties ot to- 


matoes, all tested over a period of 
several weeks at the station, were 
exhibited. 
Complete 
tabulations 


showed 
their 
growing 
progress, 


yields and adaptability to Valley 
soil.The soybean 
exhibit 
attracted 


most attention, said Oswalt. 


A number of different types were 


shown, but three classes were in 
prominence. One of these is the 
commercial, or oil, variety 
from 


which soybean oil arid meal for 
stock feed are obtained. A second 
class is the dual type, which is used 
for bean oil or for hay, also fed 
to stock. 
The third type is the 


kind of soybean edible among hu- 
mans. The beans can be cooked or 
;aten dry in a number of ways. 


The February soybean crop re- 


port of. the experiment station was 
cited by Oswalt to show the value 
of the crop. Yields ranging from 
8.7 to 13.5 bushels of dry beans 
per acre were obtained from the 
Dials planted at the Weslaco sta- 
:ion. The station used 36-inch rows, 
however, and Oswalt said 18-inch 
rows would probably double the 
production per acre without pre- 
senting any cultivation difficulties. 


The middle of September will 


probably be recommended as the 
oest time for fall soybean plantings 
in the Valley. On spring crops -the 
best time is in February. 


A possible market for soybeans, 


especially the oil type, is foreseen 
at cotton oil mills now 'operating 
in this section. One mill at Har- 
lingen has already stocked a large 
amount of beans for next fall's 
plantings, Oswalt reported. 


The commercial 
value of the 


type suitable for human consump- 
tion has been demonstrated, the 
farm agent explained, by the army's 
adoption of a soybean concentrate 
for aviators and tank drivers. The 
food appears to give the human 
body needed vitamins for heavy 
physical work.

gone abroad. 


Burns' letter was in response to a 


request from Byrd for a report on 
actual dollar losses of lease-lend 
equipment due to sinking of vessels 
on the high seas. Burns said:

ments.

Elaborating on his contention that 


production of essential weapons was 
lagging, Byrd said, "I understand 
that the British need for heavy tanks 
is acute and we are not producing 
any heavy tanks.

Mediation Unit Will 


Not Compromise

The 
Defense 
Mediation 
Board 


adopted a "no compromise" stand 
Saturday in a fight to obtain ac- 
ceptance of its recommendations 
by invoking President Roosevelt's 
proclamation of an unlimited na- 
tional 
emergency. 


A terse telegram signed by Philip 


Murray, president of the CIO and 
a board member, and by C. A. 
Dykstra, board chairman, summoned 
leaders of a strike in the Puget 
Sound area lumbering industry to a 
conference at Washington on Tues- 
day.Board members declined to dis- 
close what action would be taken, 
but Ralph T. Seward, executive 
secretary, asserted: 


'There is no chance in the world 


that the board will back down. It 
is standing on its telegram of May 
28. There will be no compromise." 


The message to which Seward.re- 


ferred cited Mr. Roosevelt's procla- 
mation, asked that the International 
Woodworkers of America (CIO) ac- 
cept board -recommendations and 
return to work, and requested that 
the message be brought to the at- 
tention of every one who had power 
to vote on the recommendations. 


O. M. Orton, president of the 


union, responded by asserting that 
the recommendations had been re- 
jected. Dykstra thereupon asked 
him again to bring the appeal to the 
attention of his membership. 


To the second message, Orton 


replied: 
"Recommendations of the National 


Defense Mediation Board as agreed 
in Washington by our committee 
have been submitted to a delegated 
conference of all local unions and 
from there submitted to the entire 
membership of locals with the right 
to vote and has been overwhelming- 
ly rejected." 


The point at issue, Seward con- 


tended, was whether the appeal had 
been brought to the attention of 
the union. It was apparently im- 
possible to clear up the matter by 
telegram, he added, and for that 
reason Orton and his associates 
were called to the capital confer- 
ence. 
Asked the reason for Murray's 


signing the message, Seward said, 
"Mr. Murray signed in his capacity 
as president of the CIO as well as 
a member of the board." 


The previous communications had 


been signed by Dykstra alone. 


The strike started May 9 and the 


board said that it "constitutes a 
serious threat to the nation's prep- 
ations for defense." 


Negotiations for a new contract 


between the Reynolds Metal Com- 
pany, with plants in- four cities, 
and 12,000 employes were suspend- 
ed, but the federal labor concilia- 
tion service said that no deadlock 
had occurred and that the talks 
would be resumed in Washington 
on Thursday.

June Moon Bring* Fear* Of Rain- Of Terror 


From Skies; Gap In Air Parity Closes

' The June new moon it already showing over England o'night* to 


stir grim foreboding* ol a new rain of terror from the skies. 


The last fury of »ustained Nazi night bombing came in the cycle of 


the May moon. After it waned in mid-May, there was a definite lull 
in German air attack. 
The new moon, now in its first quarter, will be full over England 


about June 9. Given clear skies, England will be bathed in moonglpw 
that -night from dark to daylight. There will be many hours which 
might see a renewal of the furious night battling in the skies to test 
afresh British night-fighter skill and the courage and dogged will to 
carry on of the masses in England.*-

For a week or more on either 


ildc of the full moon, nowhere 
about English port* or industrial 
cent.eri can there be certainty of ' 
even the little protection darkneii 
affordt. from air bombing. June 
weather In England meant usually 
clear skies. That reduce* the de- 
gree of satisfaction with which IU 
bomb-besieged people look to itlll 
lengthening dayi and ahortenlng 
nights down to the summer sol- 
stice. They cannot yet have for- 
gotten what the May moon period 
and clear skiei meant for them. 
To offset their dread of the June 


moon, however, they can hark back 
to the fact that the May moon which 
lighted a sustained and furious luft- 
waffe port-by-port attack on Eng- 
land also illuminated the fiercest 
and largest scale British counter- 
bombing operations over Germany, 
That heralded a definite step for- 
ward in British efforts. 


Nail Dread It, Too 


There must be as much dread of 


the June moon cycle in such bomb- 
blasted German cities as Hamburg, 
Bremen and even Berlin as there is 
in London, The Midlands and in 
English west coast ports. 
Even 


heavier British counter blows are to 
be expected in June than were given 
in May.

The total this year has been 11.51 


Inches, or 3.84 inches above the 
normal of 7.87 inches. 


This is almost hall of the yearly 


normal, and the rainiest months, 
September and October, are still 
ahead, observers stated. 


Rainfall here in 1940 totaled 26.81 


Inches, slightly below the yearly 
normal of 27.40 inches. A total of 
only 2.40 inches fell during May 
of 
1BW. 
Another unusual feature of the 


weather recently has been the uni- 
formity 9f temperatures, the weath- 
er bureau said. There have been 
no unusual high nor low tempera- 
tures, and unless May 31 tempera- 
tures exceed the mark, Brownsville 
will have a "May without a 90," 
officials announced. 


Highest temperature for May up 


until Saturday was 89 degrees, re- 
corded on May 30, May 6 and May 7. 


And the highest temperature for 


this year here is only 91 degrees, 
recorded on April 19. the only read- 
ing of 90 or above since Jan. 1. 
This is unusual in that tempera- 


ture exceeds 90 degrees sometimes 
in March here, the bureau pointed 
out. Record temperature for the 
month of March in Brownsville is 
102 degrees.

A British naval officer who par- 


ticipated in the seafight which cut 
short the Bismarck's fierce /chal- 
lenge to British naval supremacy 
gave the first indication the Nazi 
capital ship was bigger than the 
35,000-ton rating generally accorded 
her.She was a 50,000-ton battleship, 
the officer declared—"undoubtedly 
far above anything we had thought 
of."That statement shed new light 
on an assertion by a survivor of the 
Bismarck that she was crowded 
with 2,400 officers and men, 400 of 
them naval cadets. Approximately 
100 were reported rescued. 


(Previously, supposing the Bis- 


marck a 35,000-ton ship, it had been 
estimated she carried no more than 
1,500 officers and men. 


First Naval Action 


(The big ship's first fight with 


the Hood and Britain's new 35,000- 
ton Prince of Wales last Saturday 
was the Bismarck's first reported 
naval action since her completion 
during the war.)

tially larger than 35,000 tons are 
shared by American naval men. 
They are inclined to doubt, how- 
ever, that the ship displaced as 
much as 50,000 tons. 


Laid down in 1936, the Bismarck 


was completed long after the war 
suspended treaties which might 
have limited her size. Side armor 
was reported to have been put in 
place only last year, and it was 
considered possible that the thick- 
ness of this protection against shells 
and torpedoes might have been in- 
creased beyond original plans, 


Exceed Standard* 


Fully loaded with fuel and all 


supplies, warships generally exceed 
the standard displacement tonnage 
as defined in international treaties. 
The weight of the water displaced 
by the new United States battle- 
ships North Carolina and Washing- 
ton, when fully loaded, is estimated 
at about 41,000 tons, whereas their 
standard displacement tonnage is 
35,000. 


The Hood, British battle cruiser 


which fell victim to the Bismarck, 
had a rated standard displacement 
tonnage of 42,100 but her weight 
when fully loaded was put at 46,300. 


The Bismarck, 118 feet wide, pos- 


sessed the widest beam of any war- 
ship yet completed and her design 
thus lent itself to additions of armor 
and other weight not figuring in 
original calculations.

The figures, computed from of- 


ficial casualty lists, show that the 
war so far has cost only a fraction 
of the 3,190.235 British men killed, 
wounded, missing or taken prison- 
er in the World War.
